New York, July 3 a. m.—The 
steamer Boston of the Eastern Steam- 
ship company, bound from Boston for 
New York, was rammed and crippled 
by the Swift Arrow, an oil tanker, in 
Block Island sound late last night. 

The collision occurred in a dense fog. 
All the passengers and the crew of the 
liner with the exception of the, cap- 
tain and the wireless operator took 
refuge in lifeboats. 

The liner has accommodations for 
1,068 passengers and usually is filled 
on all trips at this time of the year. 
The crew numbers 180 men. One esti- 
mate of the passengers was 900. 

Several lifeboats have been picked 
up by rescue vessels and search is 
being made for the others. ‘The sea

Today there are 5,000,000 people in the metro- 
politan district of Chicago. Yesterday, as ‘history 
runs, a hundred years ago, there were not five 
thousand. Tomorrow there will be nearer 15,- 
000,000. | 

Figures for twenty-three counties roughly within 
a fifty mile radius of Chicago show a population 
in 1920 of 4,783,827 persons. Four counties in 
Indiana give more than 300,000; eight counties in 
Wisconsin give almost 900,000; eleven counties in 
Illinois give three and one-half millions. 

In four years those numbers have increased. 
According’ to a recent census estimate, Chicago 
alone had gained more than 290,000 in four years. 
It lacks only 60,000 of reaching the 3,000,000 mark. 

- Gook county must have now at least 3,300,000 in- 
habitants, The rest of the metropolitan district 
raises the total well beyond five million. 

‘Five million is a good rhany. Greece with fewer 
thah that founded modern civilization. The city 
of Rome in its prime was not much better than a 
million. And the power available to those groups 
was relatively much less. Modern science, through 
machinery and the use of coal and ofher heat 

reserves, has tied enormjus energies to each man 

that the ancients never had. Five million then 
was a great deal. But five million now have in 
their hands twenty times or so the actual power 
to work. 

Five million persons can concentrate enormous 
energy within a fifty mile radius. The codrdina- 
tion of that energy, ‘the conservation of it for 


eesential of that prosperity is an efficient and 
progressive system of transportation and public 
cwnership would be a blight. The mischief of 
politics in railroad management, the paralysis of 
officialism, and bureaucratic routine would slow 
Pdown for all time not only raflway service but the 
entire productive energy and capacity of the 
country. 

Government ownership, socialism, would benefit 
politicians and government officials with political 
skill. But the railway man who gives his vote and 
influence for it or any movement headed toward 
it is selling out his own future and his children’s. 
The hearty approval and support which La 
Follette is receiving from the Socialists needs no 
explanation. He is working for their cause and 
the railway man or any other American who does 
rot want to backtrack into the Socialist system 
which is bleeding European countries and rétard- 
ing their recovery, will not throw away his vote 
on La Follette and Wheeler.

It has been estimated that congestion costs Chi- 
cago $60,000,000 a year in delayed and obstructed 
traffic, but the remedy is not in speeding. Where 
the congestion is costly, speed is possible only in 
dangerous spurts and it does not much affect the 
average time. The way out of expensive obstruc- 
tions is by putting some traffic under ground and 
by giving the rest new streets and wider streets. 
A great deal of speed, we believe, has no conse- 
quential purpose. The ten or fifteen minutes 
which might be saved by a successful dash of 
speed have no value to the driver proportionate to 
the risks taken or any which would at all com- 
pensate for an accident avoidable at reasonable 
speed. 

In a large part the pace in the streets has been 
fixed not by the necessities of the drivers but by 


‘their impatience. That is particularly true of pri- 


vate drivers. There probably is money in speed 
for cab drivers. Americans like brisk locomotion 
whether it has purpose or not. It is a habit never 
to go leisurely if there is a chance of going rapidly. 
Speed is an object in itself. An American city 
is a plade of nervous action. In automobile driv- 
ing the cost of this is out of proportion to any bene- 
fits which might result. The deaths are &conomic 
losses. Chicago is planning to get rid of some of 
the obstacles which really cause damage. South 
Water street will begin to change its character this 
fall. A wider La Salle street will make a new thor- 
oughfare. The straightening of the river will cut 
down the obstruction cost. New and wider high- 
ways will give the remedy.

‘Therefore, 
the person who is selecting foods be- 
cause of theif iodine content should know 
the source of the food as well as their

contents of pome foods from nongoiter- 
ous regions iis follows: Goat's milk, 400;

mens), and rye, 3.5) 

From goiterous regions: Butter, 140;
